TOWN DEBT. 


At the last annual meeting the town voted to raise $896 93 to 
pay the town debt. Unforeseen circumstances have prevented its 
accomplishment. 

After the closing of last year’s accounts there were snow bills of 
$85 on Samuel Neal’s account; also $325 for diphtheria. 

The appropriation for discounts was not enough by $76. ‘The 
income due us from the state on account of railroad tax, literary 
fund, insurance tax and sayings bank tax was $428 less than last 
year. ‘The shrinkage was mostly in the savings bank tax, owing to 
the reduction of that tax by the state and the withdrawal of de- 
posits, making a total of $914. But for these unforeseen contin- 
gencies the debt would have been paid and a small balance left in 
the treasury. 

The Selectmen would recommend the most strict economy in 
every department. 


Report of the Library Trustees. 


At the last report, 1,187 volumes were catalogued and classified. 
Seventy-nine books have been added to the Library during the 
year. Since the last report 23 library cards have been issued. 

Number of books taken during the year, 1,758; average 
weekly circulation, 34; average monthly circulation, 146. Per- 
centage of fiction read, 50; biography, 5; history, 8; juvenile 
literature, 24; travels, 5 ; other classes, 8.

Annual Report of the School Board 


OF THE TOWN OF NEWFIELDS, 1895-6. 


The annual school meeting was held in the town hall on March 
16,1895. H. Jenness Paul was chosen moderator and Christopher 
A. Pollard clerk. James H. Fitts was elected a member of the 
school board for three years. Charles H. Sanborn was’ chosen 
treasurer and Frank C. Neal auditor. It was voted to raise $150 
for school purposes, in addition to the amount required by law. In 
view of the reduced appropriation for schools the ensuing year, the 
following questions were discussed: Shall the pay of teachers be 
reduced? Shall the terms of the school be shortened? Shall the 
Intermediate School be discontinued and only two schools be 
opened at the Centre? ‘These matters were referred to the school 
board for adjustment. 

ORGANIZATION. 


The school board met for organization March 25, 1895. ‘The 
following sub-committees were chosen: Augustus W. Richards on 
the Piscassic school; William H. Conner on finance and repairs ; 
James H. Fitts on superintendence, text-books and supplies. The 
bonds procured by Charles H. Sanborn as treasurer were voted satis- 
factory. William Pease, constable of the town, was duly appointed 
truant officer for the year ensuing. At this meeting it was decided 
to sustain, for the present, only two schools at the Centre. Miss 
Harriet E. Sanborn was selected as teacher for the Primary school, 
Miss Elizabeth H. Richards for the Grammar school and Mrs. Ella 
J. Trickey for the school at Piscassic. 


SCHOOLS AND TEACHERS. 


The April enumeration, by agents of the school board, gives us 
103 children in town between the ages of six and sixteen,—boys, 
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56; girls, 47. The several schools in town began on April 1 and 
have continued three terms, amounting to thirty-two weeks each for 
the year. 


Letter : 
‘‘HastT Eppinc, N..H., Aug. 15, 1895. 
Mr. Firts: 


Dear Sir,—In accordance with the doctor’s advice I am under 
the necessity of resigning my position as teacher in the Piscassic 
school, which, I need not say, I do with deep regret. ‘The imme- 
diate trouble was caused by sunstroke, from which I do not readily 
recover, and it will be cold or at least cool weather before I can 
work again. With many thanks to the school board for kindness 
shown me and sorrow for any inconvenience this may cause, I am

At the commencement of the September term the school at Pis- 
cassic was placed in the care of Miss R. Althea Todd. 


TEXT BOOKS. 


A set of eleven plates on good citizenship by J. L. Beers, of New 
York, has been placed in the Grammar school. MHarper’s series of 
copy-books has been exchanged for the free-hand Duntonian system 
of penmanship, and writing charts have been put in the Primary 
and Piscassic schools. We wait the action of the State Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction, to whom the duty now belongs, ‘ to rec- 
ommend to school boards what he considers the best text-books 
upon physiology and hygiene.” ‘The text-books now in use are 
Harrington’s speller, Franklin readers, Patterson’s grammars, But- 
ler’s geographies, Wentworth’s arithmetics, Duntonian penmanship, 
Barnes’ and Swinton’s histories, Meservey’s book-keeping, Hutchi- | 
son’s physiology, Hills’s rhetoric, Wentworth’s algebra, Mowry’s 
civil government, Well’s natural philosophy, Allen and Greenough’s 
Latin grammar. . 

SCHOOL EVENTS. 


Arbor Day, May 4, falling on Saturday, was not observed so spe- 
cifically as on previous years. ‘The following is the governor’s proc- 
lamation, issued April 24, 1895 : 
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“In accordance with a provision of the laws of the state, and in 
perpetuation of a custom that appeals to our love of home and our 
public spirit, I do, with advice of the council, designate Saturday, 
May 4, to be observed as Arbor Day. I recommend that the peo- 
ple of the state, by individual and by concerted effort, observe the 
day in the adornment of our houses, the highways and the public 
grounds. 

CHARLES A. BusieEL, Governor.” 

Patriots Day, May 29. Act of N. H. legislature passed Feb. 21, 
1895: ‘In all the public schools of the state, the last regular 
session prior to Memorial Day, or a portion thereof, shall be de- 
voted to exercises of a patriotic nature.’”’? ‘The Piscassic school ob- 
served the day with patriotic song and declamation. Flowers were 
placed on the soldiers’ graves in the cemetery. 

Memorial Day, May 30. ‘The schools at the Centre have taken a 
principal part in the celebration of this day for several years, to 
general satisfaction. ‘Their exercises this year included singing, 
reading and declamation. ‘The single pieces presented were ‘*’The 
Cumberland,” by Alice M. Connor, “ Barbara Frietchie,’’ by Frank 
A. Fagan, “ Sheridan’s Ride,” by Lewis C. Hall. Members of the 
Grand Army have placed in the hands of the school board a printed 
order of exercises, which will furnish great assistance in future cele- 
brations of Patriots’ and Memorial days. 

Public Examinations. ‘Vhe first term at Piscassic closed Friday, 
June 21, with class recitations in arithmetic and with general rhe- 
torical exercises. ‘The school room was decorated with flowers and 
evergreen. Fifteen visitors were present. ‘The day ended with an 
ice cream supper at the home of the teacher. A severe snow storm 
prevented the gathering of the pupils on Dec. 6, the last day of the 
second term. ‘The third term ended Feb. 14, and again the school 
room was tastily decorated. ‘There were class recitations until re- 
cess, followed by pieces spoken on the platform. St. Valentine’s 
day was happily celebrated by the exchange of kindly letters and 
greetings between teacher and pupils. Fourteen visitors were pres- 
ent. Mrs. James Barber, Mrs. Charles E. Smith, Mrs. Harrison G. 
Burley and Mrs. Frank P. Neal addressed the school. 

The Centre schools held an exhibition in the town hall on Tues- 
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day, June 25. Part I consisted of twelve exercises in temperance 
song, mottoes and recitation. Part II presented eighteen exercises 
in song, bird voices and classic declamation. ‘The platform was 
profusely decorated with potted plants and oak branches. ‘The hall 
was well filled with a well pleased audience. Closing examinations 
were held at the Centre on Friday, Feb. 14. ‘The Grammar school 
presented class recitations in the analysis of Longfellow’s ‘‘ Evange- 
line’ and in United States history, followed with general reading and 
several declamations. ‘The Primary school had a “George Wash- 
ington day.”” Both schools celebrated the kindly and benevolent 
St. Valentine with interchange of friendly epistles between teachers 
and pupils. ‘The Primary scholars were specially happy in their 
new school room and new school exercise. 


CONCLUSION. 


Our teachers have never labored more faithfully or more suc- 
cessfully than during the closing year. ‘They richly deserve the 
heartiest confidence and support of all friends of education among 
us. And our pupils never ranked higher in scholarship and de- 
portment than now. ‘They have been unusually interested and 
even enthusiastic in their studies. ‘The present arrangement at the 
Centre has done no harm, and has been satisfactory to all con- 
cerned. ‘The Primary scholars have been highly pleased with their 
new quarters for the winter. But this putting of ten or twelve 
grades of pupils under the care of only two teachers, must be 
looked upon as merely a temporary expedient, and should be 
remedied as soon as feasible. Good health has prevailed through- 
out the school year. Frank Thompson died April 27, 1895, of 
typhoid pneumonia, at the age of 14 years. ‘lwelve students are 
attending school out of town.
